Rule 5101:12-70-05.1 CSEA general responsibilities.
Effective: July 1, 2016

(A) Thisrule describes the general responsibilitiesthat apply to a child support enforcement agency
(CSEA) irrespective of the CSEA rolein the case as either an initiating or responding agency.

(B) The CSEA shall:

(1) Usefederally approved formsin intergovernmental cases;

(2) Within thirty business days of receiving arequest, provide any order and payment record
information requested by a state IV-D agency for a controlling order determination and

reconciliation of arrearages, or notify the state IV-D agency when the information will be provided,

(3) Notify the other agency within ten business days of receipt of new information on an
intergovernmental case;

(4) Cooperate with requests for limited services such as quick locate, service of process, assistance
with discovery, assistance with genetic testing, teleconferenced hearings, administrative reviews, and
copies of court orders and payment records. Requests for other limited services may be honored at
the state's option; and

(5) Transmit requests for information and provide requested information electronically to the greatest

extent possible.
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
